A dark tempest of grave new charges and ominous 
words, with blood-spattered Spain at the vortex, engulfed 
Europe today. These cyclonic developments stood out in re¬ 
lief from the background of political storm: 

1. Spain, its capital cringing beneath the echoing roar 
of Fascist bombers, charged authoritarian Portugal with the 
death of 40 Spanish government sailors in a naval battle dur¬ 
ing which, it charged, a Portuguese motorship painted like a 
German vessel, sank the motorship Fernando Po. 2. Soviet 
Russia, following up its cryptic<?> 
announcement it will not be bound ' 
by the European "hands-off- 
Spain” agreement any more than 
any other nation, renewed its de¬ 
mand before a non-intervention 
sub-committee for a blockade of 
Portugal to "stop” Italo-German 
arms shipments to Spanish insur¬ 
gents. 

3. Portugal .suddenly broke off 
diplomatic relations with the Ma¬ 
drid government. 

4. With Italy reported ponder¬ 
ing withdrawal from the non-in¬ 
tervention body, which met in full 
-session Friday, Premier Benito 
Mu.s.solini in effect cried out to 
Italians at Corridonia: ‘‘Interven¬ 
tion is the purest ideal of Fas¬ 
cism 1" 

5. M a d r i d, in new charges 
against Germany, declared 15 Ger¬ 
man submarines had entered the 
Mediterranean nine days ago and

Jack Lumbley. forger, who has

free inside a year. 

Yesterday before Superior Judge 
G. K. Srovcl he retracted his prev¬ 
ious admission to three prior con¬ 
victions, because of a full pardon 
granted him in 1928 by the gover¬ 
nor of Arizona. 

Judge Seovel re.seMtenced him to 
San Quentin, where, because he 
already has served seven years, 
he will be eligible for parole in 
another year. 

Deputy District Attorney James 
L. Davis made immediate oral no¬ 
tice of appeal, indicating that the 
ca.se would be carried for a final 
decision to the state supreme 
court. 

Lumbley was returned here for 
re-.senteneing after he had been 
granted that right by a writ of 
error, comm nobis, obtained by 
Jack Rimcl, Santa Ana attorney. 

Rimel demonstrated to the 
court's sati.sfaction that Lumbley 
had eonfe.ssed to three prior con¬ 
victions without knowledge that 
his Arizona pardon had rendered 
the prior convictions void in the 
eyes of the law. He was .sen¬ 
tenced to life imprisonment un¬ 
der the habitual criminal act.

We 
have reason to fear that current 
budget balancing promises will 
produce reductions in federal ex¬ 
penditures that will tear down the 
government’s present veteran re¬ 
habilitation program. 

“Moreover, ail veteran groups 
are in mutual agreement on pro¬ 
posed legislation that will de-prof- 
itize war and help maintain peace 
for America through the adoption j 
of foolproof neutrality policies.”

BOSTON, (JP )—James Roosevelt, 
eldest son of the President, today 
made public the text of his answer 
to a question over a radio forum 
in which he asserted Gov. Alf. M. 
Landon had achieved economy at 
the expense of Kansas’ school sys¬ 
tem. 

Last night at Tulsa, Okla., the 
Republican presidential nominee 
declared a member of the Presi¬ 
dent's "immediate family” had 
made "utterly untrue” and malici¬ 
ous” charges against the Kansas 
school system. 

Today Roosevelt released with¬ 
out comment the text of the ques¬ 
tion put to him at a radio forum 
here on Oct. 19 and his answer 
to it: 

Here’s the Question 

The question: 

"Mr. Roosevelt, can you tell us 
how Governor Landon balanced 
the budget of the state of Kan¬ 
sas?” 

The answer: 

"Governor Landon balanced the 
budget for the state of Kansas in 
accordance with the law of that 
state. The budget of Kansas is 
$19,250,000, which is a little more 
than that of the city of Wor¬ 
cester. 

"To balance the budget of the 
state of Kan.sas required federal 
loans and grants of $425,000,000. 
In addition. Governor Landon cut 
the salaries of school teachers in 
Kansas to an average of $9 a week. 
He eliminated 444 schools, there¬ 
by depriving thousands of chil¬ 
dren of their opportunity to re¬ 
ceive a primary school education.

"It is one thing to pay lip serv¬ 
ice to the theory of economy. It 
is something el.se to practice it at 
the e.xpense of the federal admin- 

i.stration which he is now con¬ 
demning. 

“We in Massachu.setts have one 
of the greatest public school sys¬ 
tems in the world. Our teachers 
arc happy and contented. Our 
children are given every oppor¬ 
tunity for an education. I do not 
believe that the citizens of this 
state will subscribe to the prac¬ 
tices of Governor Landon on 
Nov. 3.” 


Over-ruling a defense demurrer 
that this court was without juris¬ 
diction, and that the complaint is¬ 
sued by the state was ambiguous 
and did not state a cau.se of ac¬ 
tion, Superior Judges James L. 
Allen yesterday held Jesse Connor, 
Anaheim negro, to trial on nar¬ 
cotics charges. 

Connor is charged with 10 vio¬ 
lations of the state narcotics act, 
in which he is alleged to have 
raised morphine prescriptions from 
10 grains to as much as 1,5 and 
20 grains, and cashed them at 
the Henry Brother Dnig store, 
in Anaheim. The prescriptions 
were obtained from Dr. J. W. 
Truxaw, Anaheim. 

He entered pleas of not guilty 
to all counts, and a general plea 
of not guilty by reason of a prior 
acquittal in the United States dis¬ 
trict court on all counts. In the 
federal court there were 46 
charges against him. 

Connor's trial was set for Nov. 
10, in Superior Judge G. K. 
Scovel’s court, before a jury. L. 
W. Blodget is deefnding Connor. 


America isn’t going to keep on

and solve difficult problems with 
the American spirit,” he said. 

"The patience of America is un¬ 
believable,” he concluded. "We 
have been guided by justice to 
all, but now we are witnessing an 
aroused nation. . . The alien, the 
un-American not in accord with 
our ideals, is not wanted within 
the boundaries of this great coun- 
; try. We shall insist that these 
individuals go to that country 
whose government and social or¬ 
der is in harmony with their be¬ 
liefs, and leave America for true 
! Americans.”

The speaker gave a brief review 
of the history and development of 
the Red Cross, pointing out that 
it had its origin with one purpose 
in v'iew, namel.y, to render aid to 
the sick and woimded of war. 
Having been face to face with the 
sufferings of war, the Red Cross 
found it could not remain indiffer¬ 
ent to the needs of the equally 
innocent victims who were stricken 
by the great calamities of peace 
times, and so there followed as a 
natural development the national 
and the international disaster re¬ 
lief work.

invented by Washington Platt, a 
scientist in a New York laboratory, 
has been pronounced so important 
to the saving of infant life that it 
has been licensed entirely free to 
the New York Children’s Welfare 
federation. 

In the. words of Mr. Platt, who 
invented the process, “it provides 
for the freezing of mothers’ milk 
under such conditions that, upon 
thawing, the natural emulsion will 
remain substantially unbroken and 
the other characteristics will re¬ 
main sufficiently unchanged so 
that the thawed product will be 
suitable for infant feeding.” 

Dry ice is used to freeze the 
milk into wafers, which are then 
put in sterile bottles and stored 
at a low temperature. The milk 
will keep Indefinitely. It is thawed 
by immersing the receptable in 
cold water or by allowing it to 
stand in an ordinary ice box until 
thawed. It is warmed in the usual 
way to body temperature before 
feeding. 

A study made by Walter H. 
Eddy of Teachers’ College, Colum¬ 
bia University, showed that frozen 
human milk as compared with un¬ 
frozen milk has lost none of its 
vitamins. It does not differ from 
fresh milk in total solids, fats, 
carbohydrates or proteins.

Tideland Drilling 

A HOT battle has boiled for years over the big oil pool 
under the ocean off Huntington Beach. This fight 
is at the bottom of Proposition No. 4 on your November 
3 ballot—a proposition which would prohibit tideland 
surface oil drilling. 

There is a lot to be said on both sides regarding the 
struggle of the great oil companies for the privilege of 
developing this pool.

Fully 
nine-tenths are before .students like yourself. In 
fact I probably have the lowe.st percentage of 
women’s club engagements of any professional 
lecturer in America.

ll■^iIK .same kind of official witnesses were on 
I hand at the Well of Death incident at the 
iiiined Maya city of Chichen Itza in Yucatan. It 
was my pleasure to plunge seventy feet into the 
water of this notorious pool, in order to, see how 
it felt to be a human .sacrifice. The first time I 
was alone, and expected no one to believe me. 
But the second time there were a hundred or 
more reporters, photographers, and natives on 
hand. The Fox newsreel repre.sentative made a 
complete moving picture record, and the film 
taken was shown in Fox theaters everywhere.

It is not the method, or the technic that 
counts in the.se men -or, rather, these types of 
men, but it is the natural ability and charm 
they have. 

Being famous is not necessarily a romantic 
quality in a man. For instance, in the musical 
I am now making for the 20th Century-Fox 
studios, I play the role of a famous operatic 
singer, the idol of feminine operatic and radio 
fans. In the picture called "Under Your Spell" 
- I become acquainted with a young society- 
girl, played by Wendy Barrie, who at first- 
in the story dislikes me, despite all the fame 
and adulation I get. 

She is the type that fame alone does not at¬ 
tract. However, as the story advances and she 
gets to see this singer in his own element, away 
from newspapers, publicity and fanfare, she 
grows to like him. She sees in him a simple and 
likeable sort of fellow. But to show the way 
things are with women, the operatic star would 
naturally lose all of his feminine fans if he 
stayed away from his musical background. 

Any man would leave himself open for a 
great deal of ridicule if he set himself up as the 
final authority on what ‘‘women fall for." But 
I think it can be said that the man who brings 
romance to a woman is the man that woman 
will follow to the ends of the earth. 

Riches, handsomeness, charm, youth and any 
other of the conventional aspects of masculine 
attractiveness are not enough. There must be 
something more. There must be that indefinable 
magic, that certain something that we call ro¬ 
mance, If a man offers a woman romance and 
has good looks, or wealth or fame also, then 
that is so much the better. But even without 
these, the man who keeps love from becoming 
a drab, matter-of-fact busine.ss, the man who 
keeps alive that spark of glamour is the one 
that the average woman is looking for.

W HAT do women fall for? 

Women, on the surface, it would appear, 
fall for a great variety of things in men. No 
two women, it would seem, have the same taste. 

Take the most popular men in the world to¬ 
day, the men with the most attraction for 
women. None of them seem the least hit alike 
Here is a sample cross section of men, noted 
not only for their achievements or activities, 
but for their undeniable appeal to women: 

King Edward VIII, Clark Gable, .lames Cag¬ 
ney, Jose Iturbi, Tommy Manville and Frank 
Shields. 

England’s debonair King Edward VIII, the 
former Prince of Wales, is probably as attrac¬ 
tive to women as any man in the world. Gay, 
witty, charming, a man whose duties have never 
dulled his sense of fun or chivalry. King Ed¬ 
ward is the perfect party type. 

On the other hand, Clark Gable, a civilized 
cave man. has just the opposite qualities from 
King Edward. Gable can be fierce or tender, 
brutal or kind. But always, for women, there 
is the exciting feeling of never knowing quite 
what to expect. A Gable- and, of course, I 
speak of his screen personality—would have a 
woman always guessing. But on one point a 
woman could always be sure Gable would be 
master of the house. His is a completely dom¬ 
inating personality. 

S OMEWHAT like Gable is the high strung 
James Cagney, a type with great appeal to 
women. He, too. would always have a woman 
on edge, never knowing whether to expect a 
grapefruit in the eye or a kiss. Quick, volatile, 
excitable and nervous, a woman’s life with Cag¬ 
ney would hold high pitched tension that would 
leave no time for boredom. 

Completely oppo.sed to Cagney’s pugilistic 
traits, but equally attractive to a multitude of 
women is the type per.sonified by Jose Iturbi, 
the famous concert pianist and conductor. Iturbi 
is the suave, sleek Latin, and artistic to his 
finger tips. Fastidiously groomed and with ele¬ 
gant manners, Iturbi’s type has the quiet, smol¬ 
dering force of subtlety that makes him the mas¬ 
culine counterpart of the Woman of Mystery. 
Here is a man whose artistic, intellectual, and 
romantic qualities are merged into a blend that 
has almost fatal appeal to women. 

Unlike the moody and serious charm of this 
type, there is the purely playboy sort of which 
Tommy Manville, heir to the asbestos millions, 
is America’s most conspicuous prototype. Here 
is the perennial cut-up, the life of the party, the 
kind of man to whom life is just one long song 
and dance. Gaiety and laughter are the only 
desires of this kind. They make, for women, a 
life that bubbles with spontaneous capers. Here 
is the male butterfly, the social jester without 
whom no party would be complete. 

One of the most popular of American types 
is the athlete. Frank Shields, the tennis star, 
is the glamorous athlete at his peak. He is a 
tall, broad-.shouldered, masculinely graceful man 
with an Adonis-like physique and a handsome 
face that reflects his outdoor life. He is today 
just what the hunter or fighter was in the 
past. He has the physical attraction of the pro¬ 
tector, the warrior. 

These men, I think, are not only highly at¬ 
tractive to women in themselves, but each of 
them represents thou.sands of le.ss famous men 
of their type. 

F or all the differences in their appearance 
and personalities, however, these men— 
whether they be talkative or quiet, artistic or 
active, domineering or pa.ssive—all have one 
thing in common. They are romantic. Each may 
have, consciously or unconsciously, his own 


keeping accounts, then the marriage will stand 
a better chance of success if the wife is light¬ 
hearted, alert, with a tight string on the house¬ 
hold purse and an accurate bank account bal¬ 
ancer. Of course, these traits could he switched 
to either party. But the important thing^ is, I 
am sure, that they supplement each other. 

S O MUCH for the practical side of romance. 

And the only trouble with .setting down 
rules or standards of what makes women fall 
is that the very heart of romance defies all 
rules and regulations. And women, themselves, 
have a way of slipping slyly past the statisti¬ 
cians who would reduce their emotions to the 
figures on a chart. 

In my sort of life, especially- -with its lack 
of regular hours, its here-today-and-gone- 
tomorrow turmoil—it is especially difficult to 
plan steadfast rules for living. Coming m con¬ 
tact, as I do, with so many temperamental, ex¬ 
citable people, all of whom break most of the 
platitudes, I am doubly at a loss for finding 
absolute laws for attraction between men and 
women. 

The trouble is due, I suppose, to my having 
lived entirely among artists, musicians, singers, 
actors and writers, most of whom have become 
succe.ssful, not because they followed the rules 
for succe.ss and happiness, but because they 
broke the rules. 

But I am getting away from my subject. 

What I .started out to explain was what 
women fall for. 

It is a little odd for a man to tell women 
what women fall for. 

How could any man ever hope to know, 
really. It is almost too much for any man to 
understand fully one woman, much le.ss under¬ 
stand women in general. Just about the time 
poor man becomes satisfied that certain things 
are true in general about women, then along 
come .some new women to upset staid tradition. 
Maybe that is why they are so fascinating. But 
it certainly plays havoc with putting the ladies 
in neat pigeonholes. 

What do women fall for? Well, what do men 


ASICALLY, I think, whether the 


woman 

P realizes it or not, she is hunting for a po¬ 
tential father for her children. And it only fol¬ 
lows that the successful man would be a better 
father, more able to care for a family, than 
the failure. 

Famous lovers are not. as a rule, successful 
lovers. No matter what the poets may say about 
the course of true love never running smoothly, 
I do not believe it. The happy love affair, like 
the happy country, has no history. We read 
about the countries that have wars and up¬ 
heavals. We read about the love affairs that 
culminate in divorce and scandal. The happy, 
placid, completely tuned romances go unnoticed 
by the press and public. 

For all that I have said, no one can define 
exactly just what all women will fall for. Love 
is all things to all people. 

Though I am against generalities, I think it 
can be said that as a rule the couple should 
have the same ta.stes and opposing tempera¬ 
ments. As an example, if the husband likes 
.sports, theaters, dogs, and life in the country, 
then it is better for the couple’s happine.ss that 
the wife cares for these things, too. However, 
if this same imaginary husband is moody, ab¬ 
sent minded, lazy, over generous and bad at

State In Union Used In Building

A i;.\NK mo.squito-infested swamp, an aban¬ 
doned city water sy.stem, a vision, and a 
ho.sl of friends from all over the world were 
combined to make one of Puget Sounds most 
unique lock gardens. Walter Sutter, a baehelor 
globe-trotter, deep-sea diver, and. in his younger 
days, a parachute jumper, wanted to settle 
down. Twice a day on his way to work he 
passed the acre of neglected .swampland which 
had been the Old Tacoma water sy.stem in the 
territorial days. He recalled the beautiful quiet 
.lapanese and Chinese gardens he hail visited, 
with their cool streams cascading down terraced 
rock slopes, Woukl it be possible to convert 
the marsh, an eye.-inre in the heart of the 
residential di.strict into .such a garden? 

With Walter Sutter, to think is to act. H» 
acquired the old swamp. His friends thought 
it folly. Nothing, they said, could be done with 
the tangled ma.ss of stumps, cat's-tails, and 
rank brush. 

.Sutter's first task was to dynamite the huge 
gnarled cedar .stumps, dry and burn them. Then 
came ditches, laboriously dug in the .soft black 
muck, tapping a number of springs, which 
develop thousands of gallons of water a day. 
He lead the water through a main channel .so 
that the land could be drained, worked, and a 
scrie.s of limpid pools laid out.

To have 
the nece.s.sary rocks quarried and hauled to the 
site would have cn.st a prohibitive amount.

"I'm 
going into the mountains prospecting," the 
friend laughed, "I'll bring you back a piece of 
quartz for your garden."

F riendship rockery is not old, yet about 
it is none of the feeling of raw newness.

"Then," Mr. Sutter smiles, "When I have fin¬ 
ished the garden, I'm going to start on my 
home. I'll build it with my own hands to house 
the collection of bric-a-brac I've gathered from 
the lou; corners of the world. Because, alter 
all. Blast or West, a Home is best!" 


In ''Friendship Rockery” There Are Stones from Nearly Every Nook and Cranny of the 
World. Walter Sutter, the Owner, Has Received as Many as 126 Specimens in One Day. 


Today, the garden contains rocks from every 
state in the Union, every county in Wa.shington, 
all of the continents, and twenty-two different 
foreign countries. Mineral, fossil, and petrified 
stones abound. The rockery is used as a labora¬ 
tory by students of mineralogy. To aid them, 
Mr. Sutter has labeled many of the rare rocks 
with neat brass plates. 

In the portion of the garden devoted to vol¬ 
canic rocks, there are specimens from fourteen 
different volcanos. One piece of lava from 
Hawaii contains a five cent piece which was 
pressed into the glass-like stone while it was 
.still molten. Another piece of lava is exceed¬ 
ingly rare because it is from the ill-fated island 
of Krakatoa. An eruption there in 1RR,3 bla.sted 
the island into the ocean, resulting in the loss 
of .lo.OOO lives. 

On the historical sifle. there arc stones from 
various forts. Mr. Sutter himself brought back 
several pieces of the great wall of China, and 


told him that becau.se city employees were not 
allowed to work on private projects, he would 
have to place the huge stone in his garden him- 
.self. But Mr. Sutter was not at all perplexed. 
With characteristic energy, he cut the Gordian 
knot by drilling and breaking the boulder into 
five pieces, one for each of the councilmen. 


a piece of the Manila wall which was blown 
down by Dewey's fleet. 

Various fraternal organizations and churches 
have given stones. One touring friend sent a 
small stone from Mt. Sinai. Others have come 
from various points in the Holy Land, including 
one large slab from the ancient quarry where 
King Solomon obtained the stones for his fa¬ 
mous temple of Jerusalem. 

A Japanese gentleman, hearing of the garden, 
mailed a large stone to "Walter Sutter, Friend¬ 
ship Rockery, U. S. A.” The package was de¬ 
livered, although no city or .state were men¬ 
tioned. Another .stranger hauled an 800-pound 
rock in the hack of his .sedan all the way from 
Utah for Mr. Sutter. In a moment of levity, the 
City P'athers had a gigantic twelve-ton boulder 
delivered to Mr. Sutter's curb.

A nd so, slowly at first, the rocks began to 
arrive at the .site. Like a rolling .snowball 
the idea seized the peoples imagination and 
grew. Perfect strangers, hearing of the project 
brought their rocks. .Soon rocks of all sizes and 
shapes were beginning to arrive from all over 
the world, as many as 126 in a single day! 
Friends, lining in apartments with no gardens 
of their own, joined him in placing the stones, 
happy to donate their services. Other friends 
gave plants, shrubs, and cuttings. Gradually 
out of the swamp rose a beautiful rock garden. 


A S THE various rocks arrived, Mr. Sutter 
built them into walks, borders, and cas¬ 
cades, over which tumble mu.sical waterfalls. He 
has developed a method of making his falls 
break in a beautiful flat sheet of solid water by 
cementing a plate glass lip at the top for the 
.stream to spill over. One cascade is unusual in 
that e.ach of the stones in it re.sembles, or has 
etched on its .surface, the figure of .some living 
thing; fish, birds, animals, Indians, and a perfect
